Charles E. Mead of Ontario is another West End eandi- 
date for a county office. He is seeking to serve as county 
treasurer and is one of three candidates. The other aspir- 
ants are M. W. Hl.

Judge Ben F, Warmer of the Superior court will have 
opposition for the first time in many years.
